'Twas Tu ſday laſt ; the fourteenth day of Tuly, 
Suint Rewels day, the Almanacke will tell ye 
The bgne in Virgo was, or neere the belly : 
The Moone full three dayes old,the winde full South ; 
At theſe times 1 began this trick of youth,

My fees were paide before, with frxe-pence Ale, If + 3 
To quitt this kindneffe, T moſt willing am | | 
The man that paide for all, his name is Daw 
At the greene Dragon, againſt Gy.1yes- Tune gatey 
He liues in good Repute,and honefttate, | 
I forward wefit inthis my Roating race, ' | 
To Stony Stratford I toward night didpace, | 
My minde was fixed through the Towne to paſſe, 
To finde ſome Lodging in the'Hay or Graffe, 
But atthe Pnucenes Armes from the window there,

They knew my ſtate, (although not rolde by me, ) 
That I could ſcarcely goe, they all did (ce, |

But gaue me not a drop, to make all ceuen, 
And that which in my minde was moſt amiſle,. 
My Hoſleſſc ſhe ſtood by and ſaw all this,

Through plaſhes, puddles, thicke, thinne, wer and Ury, 
Jrrauail'd to the Citie { owentry. | 
There Maiſter DoGior Holland caus'd me ſtay 
The day of Sararne, and the Sabaoth day. 
Moſt friendly welcome, he did me affoord, 
] was ſo enteitajn'd at bed and booid, 
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Taylors Penwiles Pilerimage, 


: Whichas I dare not bragge how much it was, 
1 dare not be ingrate andlet ir paſle, 
Bur with thankes many / remember it ; 
(Inſtead of his good deedes) in words and wric, - 
& He vs'd me like his ſonne, more then a friend, 
And h* on Monday his commends did {en 
T o Newhall, where a Gentleman did dwell,

But noble Vulcay, 2 mad ſmuggy Smith, 
Ail reparations me did furniſh with, 
The ſhoocs were well remou'd, my Palfrey ſhod, 
And bereferr'd the payment voto God, 
I tound a friend, when [to Lichfield came, 
A /oyner, and [ohn Pidaozk is his name, 
He made me welcome, for he knew my iaunt, 
And he did furniſh me with good prouant : 
He offred me ſome money, [refus'dit, 
And ſo / tooke my leaue, withthanks excus d ir, 
That Wedneſday I a weary way did pafle, | 
Raine, winde, ſtones, dirt,and dabling dewie grafle, 
Wirth here and there a pelting {catter d village, 
Which yeelded meno charity, or pillage: 
For all the day, nor yet the night that followed, 
One drop of drinke /'m ſure my gullet ſwallowed, 
At night /camet'a ſtonie Towne call'd Sroue, 
Where I knew none, nor was [knowne of none :

In this Towne of Newcaſtle, I ouctrooke an Hoſtler, and 
I asked him what the next towne was culled, that was in my 
way toward Leucafter, he holding the end ofa riding rod in 
his mouth, as ific had beeneaFlyit, piped me this anſwerg, 
and ſaid, Talky onvtbehif; Jaskedhim againe what hee faid, 
Talke on thehill; 1 demaunded the third time, and the third 
time he anſwered meas hevdid before, Tathe on the hill. 1 be 
£an ro growcholtericke, and asked him wihyhee could not 
ralke 
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_ Taytors Pennilefſe Pilerimage- 
talke, or tel]-mee my way as well there; as on-the hill; ar 
laft I was reſolued, chat the next Towne was foure miles off 
mee, and the name of it was , Ta/he on the hill, I had nor tra- 
uailed aboue two mites farther : but my laſtnights ſupper 
(which was aſmuch as nothing) my mind being eafermed of 
it by my ſtomacke, Imadea vertue 6f neceflity , and went

-- Tothe purpoſethen ; my firſt nights Lodging in Scotlaws 
w3s at aplace called Aſophor, which they ſay is thirty miles 
from Carlile, but I ſuppoſe them to be longer then forty of 
fuch miles as are berwixt London and S, eAlbaner, (butin- 
deed the Scots doe allow almoft as large meaſure of their 
miles,as they doe of their drinke, for an Engliſh Gallon ei- 
ther of Alc or Wine, is but their quart, and one Scottiſh 
mile now andthen may well ftand fora mile anda halfe or 
ewo Engliſh) but howfoeuer ſhort or long , 1found thar 
dayes journey the wearieſt thatcuer 1 fool ; and atnight 
being come to the Towne, I found good ordinary Countrey 
entertainment ; my fare, and my lodging was ſweete and 
ood, and might haue ſerucd afar better man then my ſelfe, 
although my ſelfe haue had many times better : but this is 
to be noted, that though it Rained not all the day, yet it was 
my fortune to be well wer twiſe, for I waded ouer a great 
River called Eſke in:the morning, ſomewhat more then 4. 
miles diſtance from Cariile in Englard, and atnight within 
two miles of my lodging , I 'was faine to wade ouer the Ri- 
uer of Anvay in Scotland , from which Riuer the County of 
Annandale hath it's name, And whilft 1 waded on foote, 
my man was mounted on horſe-backe, like the George with- 
eut the Dragon, But the nextmoming, [ aroſe and left Afs- 
phor behind me, and that day I crauailed twenty one milesto 
a ſory Village called Bluhe , but I was blithe my ſelfe to 
cometo anyplace of harbour or ſuccour, for ſince 1 was 


borne, neuer was fo weary, or ſo neerebeing dead with ex- 
D ereame 
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creametrauell ; I was founderd and refounderd of all foure, 
and for my better comfort,I came ſo late, that 1 muſt lodge 
without doore 1il night, or, elſe ina paore houſe where the 
good-witelty in Child-bed,her husband being from home, 
her o wae {erurnt Mayd being hernucle, A Creature nacu- 
rally conpacted and arrificially adorned with incomparable 
homelins ; buc as hinges were {muſt cicher take or leaue, 
and neceſſi:y made me enter, where we gat Egges and Ale 
by meaſure 114 Dy cale, At laſt co bejT went, my man ly- 
ing on the floore by me, warre in the night chere were Prd = 
geons did vi ry bountttully mite in his face: che day being 
no ſooncr co.ne, and I hautag but fitteere miles ro Ederboe 
rough, mounted vpon my t:nroesg end began (1ſt io hobble, 
and afterto Ambvle, and ſo being warme, I fe!l ro pace by 
degrees; all che way paſſing throug? a moſt ptentitull, and 
firtill Countrey for Corne and Cattle :and about ewo of the 
clocke inthe afceraoone that Wedneſday, being the thir- 
tecnth of Auguſt, and the day of Clare the Virgin (the $ighe. 
beingin Virgo) the Moone foure dayes olde, the winde at, 
Welt, I came to take reſt, at the wiſhed, lang expected, 
Auncient famous Citty of Edenboreugh, which I entred liks 
pierce penilefle, altogether monyies, but 1 thanke God not 
friendlefle ; for being there, forthe time of my ſtay I might 
borrow, (ifany man would lend) {pendif I could ger, begge 
1f 1 had the impudence, and fteale if I durſt aducnture the 
price of a hanging , but my purpoſe was to houſe my horſe, 
and to ſuffer him and my Apparell to Lye in durance, or 
Lavender in ſtead of Litter, till ſuch time, as I conld meetre 
with ſome valiant friend chat would deſperately disburſe, 
Walking thus downe the ftceer, ( my body being ryred 

with Trauell, and my minde attyred with mooty,muddy, 
Moore-dicch melancholly) my Contemplation did devout- 
ly pray, that I might mcete one or octhcr to prey vpon, be- 
ing willing to take any ſlender acquaintance- of any man 
whatſocuer, viewing, and circumuiewing euery mans face 


I met, as if I meautto draw his pitture, but all my acquain.. 
tance

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tance was Nov eft Innentus, ( pardon me Reader, that Latine 
is none of mine owne, I ſweare by Priſcrians Pericranion, an 
oath which [ haue ignorantly broken'many times.) AtlaſtI 
reſolu'd, that the next Gencleman that I met withall, ſhould 
be acquaintance whether he would or no, and preſently fix- 
ing mine eyes vpon a Gentleman-jike obie, Ilooked on - 
him as if I would ſuruay ſomething through him , and make 
him my perſpeQiue :and he much muſing at my gazing, and 
I much gazing at his mufiog , ar laſt hee croft the way and 
made toward me, and then 1 made downe the firecte from 
him, leauing him to encounter with my man who came af- 
ter me leading my Horſe , whome hee thus Accoſted, My 
friend (queth bce) doth yonder Gentleman, (meaning mee) 
know mee that he lookes fo wiſtly on me ; truely Sr, ſaid 
my man Ithinke not, but my Mr. is a ſtranger come from 
London, and would gladly meete with ſome acquaintance 
ro direct him where he may hauc lodging and horſe-mearte: 
preſently the Gentleman, (being of a generous diſpoſition) 
ouer-cooke me with vnexpeRed and vndeſerued courcehie, 
brought me to a lodging, and cauſed my Horle to beepurt 
into his owne Stable, whileſt we diſcourſing ouera pinte of 
Spaniſh, l related aſmuch Engliſh co him as made him lend 
me Ten ſhillings, (his name was Mr, ſohws Maxwelt) which 
money ] am ſure was thefirſt that I handled atrer 7 came 
from out the walles of London: but hauing refted ewohoures 
and refreſhed my ſelfe , the Geneieman and I walkedro ſee; 
che Citty, andthe Caftle, which as my poore vaable' and 
voworthy pen can, I will irnely diſcribe, ' 

[The Caftle on a lofrie Rocke is ſo ſtrongly grounded, 
bounded,and founded, that by force of manit can never bee 
confounded ; the Feundation and Walles are vnpenetrable, 
the Rawpiers Irmpregnable , the Bulwarkes Invincible, no, 
way but onetoit is or can be poſſible ro be made paflable, 
In a word, I haue ſeene many Straights and Fortrefſes, in; 
Germany,the Netherlands, Spaine,and t» gland, but they muſt 
all giue place to this ynconquered Caſtle both for ftrengch' 
and Scituation, 
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Amongſt the many memorable cthinges which I'was: 
ſhewed there, I noted eſpecially a Great peece of Ordi- 
nance of Iron, it is not for batterie, butir will ſerue to de- 
fenda breach, or to tofle balles of wilde+fire againſt any: 
that ſhould affaile or aſſaule the: Caſtle; je lyes now dif« 
mounted. And it is ſo great within, that it was toldemee 
that a Childe was once gotten there, but I to make tryall 
creptintoit, iyiag on my backe, and am ſure there was 
Roome enough and ſpare tor a greater then my l(elfe, 

So leauing the Caſtle, as iris both defenciue againſt any 
oppoſition, and magnificke for Lodging and Receite, I de- 
ſcendlower to the Citty, wherein I oblerued the faireſt.and 
coodlicf Street that euer mine eyes beheld, for I did never 
{ce orheare of a ftreete of that length, (which is halfe an 
Engliſh mile from the Caſtle to 2 faire Port which they call 
the Neather-bow ) and from that Port the ſtreere which 
they call the Kenny-hate is one quarter of a mile more x 
downe to the Kings Pallace called Holy-ro9d-Houſe, The 
buildings on each fide of the way being all of ſquared ſtone, 
Hue,fhxe,and ſeauen Storyes high), and many by Lanes and 
Cloſes on each (ide of the way, wherein are Gemnclemens 
houſes, much fairer then the buildings in rhe high ſtreete, 
forin the High-ftreet the Marchants and Tradeſmen doe 
dwell, but the Gentlemens manſions and goodlieit Houles 
zrc obſcurely founded in the aforeſaid Lanes : the Walles 
are cightorten Foote thicke, exceeding ſirong,not built for 
a day, a weeke, or a month, or a yeare ; bnt from Anttquitie 
ro Poſteritie, for many Ages ; There [ found entertainment 
beyond my expeRation or merite, and there is Fiſh;Fleſh, 
Bread and Fruite , in ſuch variety, that I thinke / may of- 
fencelefle call it ſuperftaiti:, or ſacictie, The worſt was, 
that Wine and Ale was ſo ſcarce, and the people:there ſuch 
Mizers of it, that euery night before /wentto bed, if any 
man had asked mee a Cuuill queſtion,-all the wit in my head 


could not haue mage hn a Sober anſwer, 
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 Twas'st his Miieſtics Pallace, a ſtately and princely ſcare, 
wherein I ſawa ſumptuous Chappell molt richly adorned, 
with all apurtenances belonging to ſo ſacred a place, orlo 
Royall an owner, -In the inner Court, I ſaw the Kings Armes 
cunningly carued in ſtone, and fixed ouer a doore aloti on 
the wall,the red Lyon being the Creſt,ouer which was writ- 
ten this inſcription in Latine, 

Nobisbec invitla miſcrunt, 105, proani. 
T enquired what the Engliſh of it was ? it was told me as fol- 
loweth, which I thought worthy to be recorded, 
106. Fore-fathers hath left this tows vaconquered, 
This is a worthy and a memorable Motto, and I thinke few 
Kingdomes or none inthe world can truly write the Jike, 
that notwithfianding ſo many inroades.incurfions,attemprs, 
aſſaults, cinill warres, and forraigne hoſtilities, bloodic bat- 
tels, and mightie foughten fields, that maugre the firength 
and pollicie of enemies, that Royall Crowne and Sceprter 
hath from one hundred and ſeaten deſcents, keeps ſtill vn= 
conquered, and by the power of the Kiag of Kings (through 
the grace of the Prince of peace) 1s now left peacefully to 
our peaceful} King, whomlong in bleſſed peace, the Gdd of 
peace detend and gouerne. 7 
But once more, a word ortwo of Edwboronrh, although 

I haue ſcarcely giuen it that due which beloags vnto it, for 
their lotty and fiately buildings , and for their faire and ſpa- 
cious ſtreete , yet my minde perſwades me that they in for- 
mer ages that firft founded that Citie, did not ſo well in that 
they built it in ſo diſcommodious aplace ; for the Sea, and 
all nauigable Rivers, being rhe chiefe meancs for the en- 
riching of Townes and Cities, by the reaſon of Trafhque 
with forraigne Natiens, with exportation, tranſportation, 
and receite of variety of Marchantdizing ; ſothis Citic bad 
it beene but): but one nile lower on the S2a fide, I doubt not 
but it had long before this beene comparable tro many a 
one of our greateſt Townes and Citics in Exrape , bo.h for 
ſpaciouſneſſe of bounds, Porr, ſtate, and riches. It is {aid 
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that King Lrmes the fifth (of famoays memorie) did-graci- 
ouſly o_ to purchaſe for them, and to beſtow vponthem 
freely, certaine lowe andpleaſanr ; abit a mile from them 
on the Sea ſhore, with theſe conditions, that they ſhould 
pull downe their Citie, and bujld4c in that more commodis 
ous place, butthe Citizens refuſedic: and lo now it is like 
(for me) ro ſtand where ir doth , for I doubt ſuch another 
proffer of remoueall will not be preſented to them, rill rwo 
dayes aſter the Faire, 

Now have with you for Leerh, whereto 1 no ſooner came, 
but] was well entertained by Mr, Barnard Linaſay, one of 
rhe Groomes of his Maicſties Bed-chamber, bee knew my 
eſtate was not gujley, becauſe I brought no guilt with mee 
(more then my ſinncs, and they would nor paſſe for current 
there) hee therefore did repleviſh the yauſtity of my empric 
purſe, and d&iſchargeda peece at mee with two bullet f 
gold, each being in valuc worth cleven ſhillings white mo- 
pey : and I was credibly informed that within che compaſſe 
of one yeare,there was ſhipped away from that onely Port of 
Leeth , foureſcore thouſand Boles of Wheate, Oates, and 
Batley, into Spaine, France, 2nd other forraigne parts, and 
eucry Bole containes the meaſure of toure Enghſh bu- 
ſhels, {o chat from Leeth onely hath beene tranſported three 
bundred ard twenty thouſand buſhels of Corne ; befides 
ſoine hath beene ſhipped away from St. eAnarewes, from 
Darndee, Aberdeene, Diſert, Kirkady, Kinghorne, Burnt-1land, 
Da#bar, and other portable Townes, which makes meero 
wonder that a Kingaome ſo populous as it is, ſhould neuer- 
thelcile {ell ſo much bread corne beyond rhe Seas,and yet to 
haue more then ſufficient for themſelues, | 

So IThauing viewed the Hauenand Towne of Leeth,tooke 
a paſſage Boate to {re the new wondrous Well, ro. which 
many a one that is not well, comes farre and neere in hope 
to be made wells indeede I did heare that it had done much 
good, and thatit hatha rare operation to expell or kill di- 


uers maladies ; as to prouoke apperite,to belpe muchfor the 
auoyding

auoyding ofthe grauell id the bladder, to cureſore-eyes,and 
olde vicers.,. with'many other vertues which it hath, but 1 
(through the mercy of God hauing yo neede ofit, did make 
n9'great, inqujhtion what 1t-had done; bur for nouclty / 
dranke of t , and I found therafte tobe morepleafant then 
any other water, ſweet almoſt as milke, yer as cleare as cri- 
Rall,and 1 d1d obſcrue tha though a man,did drinke a quart, 
a potrell, or as. much as his belly could containe, yetirtneuer 
offcnded or by heauie vpen. the ftomacke, no morethenif 
one had dranke but apint ora ſmall quantity, ho 

I went two miles from it ctoztowne called Barxt- land, 
where / found many of my eſpeciall good friends, as M, Ro - 
bert Hay, ore of the Groomes of his Maiefties Bed-cham- 
ber, Maiſter D-1u9d Drummond,. one of his Geatlemen Pen- 
tioners, Maiſter, lawzes Acmooty,' one of the Groomes of the 
Privie Chamber , Caprtaine Array, Sir Heury Witherington 
Kuiight, Captains Tyric,and diuers others: and there Maſter 
Hay, Maiſter Drummond, and the good olde Caprtaine ure 
ray, ' did very bountifully turpiſh mee with gold for my ex- 
pences, but I being at dianer with thoſe aforeſaid Gentle. 
men,'as we were diſcom fing,there befell a ſtrange accident, 
which /chinke worth the relating. 

[knownot vpon what occaſion they began to talke of 
being at Sea in former times, and / (amongft the reit) ſaid 
I was at the taking of Ca/es, whereto an Engliſh Gentleman 
rep:ied,that he was the next good voyage after at the Tlands: 
I aniwered him that I was there alſo, He demanded in what 
Ship I was? Jtolde him inthe Rainebowe of the Queenes, 
why (quorth hee.) doe you not know mee? / was inthe ſame 
Ship,and my name 1s Fartherington, 

Sr, 1214 7, I doe remember the name well, butby reaſon 
that it is neere two and twenty yeer:s lince {ſaw you, [may 
well forget the knowledge of you : well, ſaid hee, if you 
were in that Ship, /pray yourtell me ſome remarkable rokra 
that happened the voyage: whereupon / tolde him two 
or thice tokens which hee did know to be true. Nay then

faid F, I will tell you another which (Fly you haue not 
forgotten 3 as our Ship arid thereſt of the flecte did ride at 
Anchorat the lle of Flores (one of the Iles of the Azores ) 
there were ſome fourteene men'and boyes of our Ship, that 
for nouely would goe a fhore, and ſee what fruit the 7 land 
did beare , and what entertainement it would yeeld vs : ſo 
being landed, wee went ypand downe and could finde no- 
thiog but Rones, heath and moſſe, and wee expeRted Oran- 
ves, Limonds, Figges, Muske-millions, and Potatoes : in 
the meane ſpace the winde did blow ſo ſiffe, and the Sea was 
ſoextreame rough, that our-Ship-boate could nor come to 
the landto fetch ys, for feare ſhe ſhould be beaten in pieces 
againſt the rockes ; this continued fiue dayes, ſo that wee 
were all almoſt famiſhed tor 'want of foode : but at aſt (/ 
{quandring vp and downe) by the prouidence of God [ hap- 
pened into a Caue or poore habitation, where / found if 
teene loaues of bread, cachof the quantity of a penny loafe 
in England, 7 having a valiant ſtomacke of the age of almoſt 
I 20, houres breeding, fell roo, and cate two loaues and ne- 
ver ſaid grace: and as / was about to make a Horſe-loafe of 
the third loafe, /did put 12, of them into my breeches, and 
my fleeues, and ſo went mumbling our of the Cave, leaning 
my backe againſt a tree, when vpon the ſodaine a Gentleman 
came tO me and faide, friend what are you eating, bread 
quoth /, for Gods ſake ſaid hee give me ſome, with that / 
put my hand into my breech, (beeing my beſt pantrey) 
and / gaue him a Loafe , which hee receiued with ma- 
ny thankes, and ſaide that if ever hee could requite it hee 
would. 

I had ne ſooner tolde this tale but Sr. Henry Withering- 
tou did acknowledge himiclfe to bee the man that / had gi- 
uen the Loafe vnto 22. yeares before, where I found the 
Prouerbe true that men have more -priviledge then moun= 
tajnes 1n meeting, 

Ia what great meaſure, hee did requite ſo ſmall a cours 
tefie, 1 will relate in this following diſeourſe 1nmy Returne 
through 
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through Northwmberland: Soleauing my man at the towne 
of Burnt 1{ana, I tolde kim, I would bur goe to Sterling, 
and ſee the Caſtle there, and withall to ſee my honourable 
| friends the Earle of Marr,and Sw Willizy Adurray Knight, 
| Lord of eAbercarxy, and that I would returne within two 
dayes at the moſt: Butir fell out quite contrary; for it was 
five and thirtie dayes before I could get backe againe out 
of theſe Noble-mens company, The whole progrefſe of my 
travell with them, and the cauſe of my (tay, I cannot with 
gratefulnefle omit; and thus it was, 

A worthy Gentleman, named Maſter [hx Fenton , did 
bring mee on my way ſixe miles, to Dunfermlng, where I 
was well entertained, and lodged at Maſter /oby Gibb his 
houſe, one of the Groomes of his Maicſties Bed-chamber, 
and I thinke che e{deft Seruant the King hath : withall I 
was well entertained thereby Mafter Crightor at his owne 
houſe, who went with mee, and ſhewed mee the Queenes 
Palace;(a delicate and a princely Manſion) withallI ſaw the 
ruines of an auncienc and ſtately built Abbey , with faire 
Gardens, Orchards,and Medowes belonging to the palace: 
all which with faire and goodly Revenues, by the ſuppreſ- 
fion of the Abbey, were annexed to the Crowne, There 
alſo I ſaw a very faire Church, which though it be now ve- 
ry large and ſpacicus, yet it hath in former times been much 
larger,Bur 1 taking my leaue of D»mfermling,would needs 
goc and ſee the truely noble Knight Sir George Brace, at a 
Towne called the Coors : there hee made mee right wel- 
come, both with yarictic of fare,and diſcourſe; and after all, 
hee commaunded three of his men to dire mee to ſee his 
moſt admirable Cole-mines; which ( if man can or could 
worke wonders) is 8 wonder : for my ſelfe neither in any 
erauels that I haue been in, nor any Hiſtory that I haue read, 
or any Diſcourſe that I haue heard, did neuer ſee, reade, or 
heare of any worke of man that might parallell or be equi- 
ualent with this vufellowed and ynmatchable worke: and 


though all I can ſay of it,cannot deſcribe it according to the 
E worth. 
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worthinefle of his vigilant induftry,that was both the oc 
caſion, Inuentor, and Maintainer of it: yet rather then the 
memory of ſorare an Entcrpriſe,and fo accompliſhe a pro- 
Er to the Common--vcalth (hall bee raked and ſmothered 
inthe duſt of oblivion, I will give a little touch at the de- 
ſcription of it, although Lamongſ(t Writers, am like he that 
worſt may,holds the candle. 

The Mine hati two wayes into it, the one by ſea and the 
other by land; but a man may g9into it by land, and returne 
the ſame way if he pleaſe,and ſo he may enter 1Qto it by ſea, 
and by Sea hee may come foorth of it » but I for varieties 
ſake went in by Sea,an our by Land, Now men may ob- 
iect, how can a man goe into a Mine, the entrance of ir be- 
ing in the Sea, bur that the Sea wil follow him and fo drown 
the Mine, To which obi-&tion thus I anſwer, That ata low 
water,the Sea being ebd away, and a greatpart of the ſand 
bare; ypon this ſane land (becing mixed with rockes and 
cragges) did the Maſter of this great worke build a round 
circular frame of ſtone, very thicke, (trong, and ioyned ro 
gether with glutiaous or bitunous matter, {o high withall, 
that the Seca at the higheſt flood, or the greateſt rage of 
ftlorme or tempeſt , can neither difſolue the ſtones ſo well 
compacted in the building, or yet ouerfiowe the height of 
it, Within this round frame, (atall aduentures) hee did ſer 
workemen to digge vvirh Mattockes, Pickaxes, and other 
inſtruments fit for ſuch purpoſes, They did digge more then 
fourtic foor downeright,tnto and through a Rocke, Ar laſt 
they found thar whici they expected, which was Sea.cole, 
they following the veinc of the Mine, did digge forward 
ill: Sothar in the {pace of eight and twentie, or nine and 
-wenty yearesthey hau>digged more thea an Engliſh mile 
ader the Sea, that when men are at worke belowe, an hun- 
red of the greateſt Shippes in Zritaine may ſaile ouer their 

ads. Belides,the Mine 1s molt artificially cut like an Arch 

«2 Vault ail that great length, vyith many nookes and by. 
Ayesinit: anditis fo made, that a man may walke vpright 
in 
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in the moſt places, bothin and out, Many poore people are 
there {et on worke, which otherwiſe through the want of 
imployment would periſh. But when I had ſetnethe Mine, 
and was come foorth of it againe; after my thankes giuen 
to Sir George Bruce, I tolde hirp, that if the plotters of the 
Powder Treafon in England had ſeene this Mine, that they 
( perhaps) weuld haue attempted to haue left the Parlia- 
ment Houſe, and haue yndermined the Thames, and fo to 
haue blowne vp the Barges and Wherries, wherein the 
King, and all the Eſtates of our Kingdome were, Mcreo- 
uer,I ſaid that I could affoord to turne Tapſter at London: 
{orhatT had but one quarter of a mile of his Mine to make 
mee a Celler,to keepe Beere and Borttle-ale in, But leauing 
theſe Ieſtz3s in Proſe, I will relate a few Verſes that I made 


merrily of this Mine,

e714 rooke my leane of good Sir George at laſt, 

- The Sea at certaine places doth leake, or ſoake into the 
Mine, which by the induſtry of Sir George Brace, 1s all cone 
ueyd toone well neere the land ; where hee hath a deuile 
like ahorſemil] that with three horſes and a great chaine of 
Iron, going downeward many fadomes, with thirty ſixe 
| hnckets faſtened to the chaine, of the which eighteene 
2vesdowne ſtill to be filled, and eighteene aſcends ypto be 
-mpt12d, which doe empty themſelues (without any mans 
labour) 11toAa trough that conueyes the water into the Sea 
againe; by which meages he ſauces his Myne which _—_ 
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wiſe would be deſtroyed with the Sea, beſide he doth make 
euery weeke ninety or an hundred Tuns of ſalt, which doch 
ſerue part of Scot/and, ſome hee ſends into Expland,and ve- 
ry much into Germany : all which ſhewes the painetuilin- 
duftry with Gods bleſſings to ſuch worthy endeauours: 
I muſt with many thankes remember his courteſie ro mee, 
and laftly,how he ſent his man to guide me ten miles on the 
way to Ster/mg, where by the way I faw the oufide of a 
faice and ſtately houſe called A{/away, belonging to the. 
Eorle of Afarr, which by reaſon that his Honor was nor 
rhece, Ipaſt by and went to Srerling, where | was entertai- 
ned and lodged at one Mr. /ohn Archibalds, where all my 
want was that I wanted roome to containe halfe the good 
cheere thatI might haue had there; hee had me into the 
Caftle, which in few words I doe compare to Windſor for 
ſcituation, much more then irdſor in ſtrength, and ſome- 
what leſſe in greatnes; yet [dare affirme, that his Majeſty 
hath not ſuch another hall coany houſe that he hath nei- 
ther in England nor Scotland, except Weſtminſter Hall 
which is now no dwelling Hall for a Prince being long 
= metamorpholſed into a houſe for the Law and the 
refits, L 
l This goodly Hall was built by King /ames thxefourth, that 
married King Henry the cights ſiſter and after was ſlaine at 
Floddes field ; but it ſurpaſſes all the halls for dwelling hou- 
fes that euer I ſaw, for length, breadth, height and ſirength 
of building, the Caftle is built vpon a recke very lofty, and 
much beyond Edenborough Caſtle in ſtate and magnift- 
cence, and not much inferiourto ir in ſtrength, the roomes 
of it are lofty, with carued workes on the ſeelings, the doores 
of each reeme beeing ſo high that a man may ride vpright 
on horſebacke into ary chamber or lodging, There is alſo 
a goodly faire Chapp :1], with Cellers, Stables, and all other 
neceſſary Offices, all very ſtately and befitting che Maieſtic 
of a King... 
Frem Srer/ivg Irode to Saint Johyfon, afine Towne it is, 
E 3 but 
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but it is much decayed, by reaſon of che want of his Maije- 
ſties yearely comming to lodge there, There I lodged one 
mghrt atan Inne, the Goodman of the houſe his name be. 
ing Pairick Pettcarne,where my entertainement was with 
gcog cheere, good drinke, good lodging, all roo good toa 
bad weaty gueſt. Mine Hoſt tolde mee that the Earle of 
Marr and Sir William Mnrray of Abercarny were gone tO 
the great hunting to the Brea of Marre ; butif I made haſt 
I might perhaps findethemat a Towne called Breekin , or 
Breechin, two and thirty miles from Saint Johns Stone, 
whereypon I tooke a guide to Breekin the next day, but 
before 1 came, my Lord was gone from thence foure 
dayes. 

Then I rooke another guide , which brought mee ſuch 
firange wayes ouer mountaines and rockes, that 1 thinke 
my horfe neuer went tne like ; and Tam ſure I never ſaw any 
wayes that mi_htfellow them, Idid goe through a Coun- 
try called G/aneſte, where paſſing by the fide of a hill, fo 
feepe as is the ridge of a houſe, where the way was rocky, 
and not aboue a yard broad in ſomeplaces, ſo fearefull and 
horrid it was to looke downe into the bottome, for if either 
horſe or wan had ſlipt, he had fallen ( without recouery ) 
a g00d mile downe-right; but TI thanke God, at night I 
cametoalodging inthe Lard of Eggells Land, where I lay 
at an Iriſh houſe , the folkes nor being able to ſpeake 
ſcarce any Engliſh, but I ſup'd and went ro bed, where I had 
not laine long but I was enforced to riſe, I was ſo ſtung with 
Iriſh Musketacs, a Creature that hath fixe legs, & lives like 
amonfter alcogether vpon mans fleſh, they doe inhabite 
and breed in moſt (luttiſh houſes, and this houſe was none 
of thecleanheft, the bealt is much like a louſe in E-pland, 
both in ſhape and nature ; in a word they were to me the 
A.and the Z, the Prologue and the Epilogue,the firſt and 
thelaſt thatI had in all my traueils from Edenboronzh; and 
had not this highland Iriſh houſe helped mee at a pinch, I 
ſhould haue ſworne that all Scotland had not beene ſo kind 


as 
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25 to haue beſtowed a Louſe ypon me : but with a ſhift that 
I had,1 ſhifred off my Caniballs, and was neuer more trou- 
bled with them, 

The next day 1 traueiled ouer an ex ceeding high moun- 
taine, called mount Sheene, where I found the valley very 
warme beforeI went vpit; buc when | came to the top of 
it, my teech beganne to daunce in my head with colde,like 
Virginall iackes; and withall, a molt tamiliar miſt embraced 
mee round, that I could nor ſee thrice my length any way : 
withall,icyeelded ſo friendly a deaw, thas ir did moyſten 
through all my clothes: Where the olde Prouerbe of a 
Scottiſh Miſte was verified , in wetting mee to the skinne, 
Vp and downe, [ thinke this hillis fixe miles, the way ſo 
yneuen, ſtonie, and fuil of bogges, quzgmires , and Jong 
heath, thata dogge with three legs will outrunne a horle 
with foure : for doe what we could, wee were foure houres 
before we could paſle it, SS, 

Thus with extreame trauell, aſcending and deſcending, 
mounting & alighring,lI came atnight to the place where 
1 would bee, ia the Breaof Aarr, which is a large Coun- 
tic, all compoſed of ſuch mountaines, that Shooters Hill, 
Gads Hill , Highgate Hill, Himpſted hill, Birdlip hill, or 
Maluerne hilles, are but Mole- hilles in compariſon, or like 
a Liuer, ora Gizard vnder a Capons wing, in reſpec of thz 


altitude of their,toppes, or perpendicularitie of their bot- 


romes, There I ſaw Mount Benawnre, with afurr'd miſt vp- 
on his \nowic head in ſtead of a nightcap: (for you muſt vn- 
derſtand, that the oldeſt man alive neuer ſaw but the ſnow 
was on the top of diuers of thoſe hilles, oth in Summer, as 


well as in Winter.) There did I finde the truely Noble 
and Right Honourable Lords, [ah Erikbin Earle of Marr, 
Tames Stuzrt Earle of Murray, George Gordon Birle of En- 


gye, ſonne and heire corhe Marquetle of Huntley, James 


Erskin, Earle of Bughan, and /:L Lord Zr5kin, ſonne and 
heireto the Eatle of Matrre, and their Counteſſes, with my 
much honoured, and my beſt aſſured and approcued friend, 


Sir 
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Sir William /ſurray Knight, of Abersarnye , and hundred 
of others Knights, Eſquires, and their follewers ; all and e- 
uery man in generall in pne habirt,as if Licwrg had beene 
there and made Lawes of Equalitic: For once in the 
yeare, which is the whole moneth of Auguſt, and ſome- 
times part of September; many of the Nobilitic and Gen= 
try of the Kingdome ( for their pleaſure) doe come into 
theſe high=land Countreyes to hunt, where they doe all 
conforme themſclues rothe habire of the high-land men, 
who forthe moſt part ſpeake nothing bur Iriſh ; and in for- 
mer time were thoſe people which were called the Red- 
ſbankes : Their habite is ſhooes with but one ſole apiece; 
ſtockings ( which they call ſhort hoſe) made of a warme 
ſtuffe of divers colours, which they call Tarrane; as for 
breeches, many of them, nor their forefathers neuer wore 
any,bur a icrkin of the ſame ſtuffe that their hoſe is of, their 
garters beeing bands or wreathes of hay or firaw, with a 
plead about their ſhoulders, which is a 'mancle of diuers 
colours, much finer and lighter fiufte then cheir hoſe, with 
blew flat caps on their heads, a bandkerchicfe knit with 
ewo knots about their neckes : and thus are they attyred, 
Now their weapons are long bewes, and forked arrowes, 
Swords and Targets, Harquebufles, Muskets, Durks and Lo- 
quhabor Axes, With theie Armes I found many of them 
armed for the hunting. As for their Attire, any man of 
what degree ſecuer chat comes amongſt them, muſt not 
diſdaine ro weare it : for if they doc, then they will dif- 
daine to hunt, or willingly to bring in their dogges: butif 
men bee kinde vnco them, aud bee in their habit; then are 
they. conquered with kindnefiſc, and the ſport will be plen- 
tifull, This was the reaſon that] found ſo many Noble- 
men and Gentlemen in thoſe ſhapes, But to proceed to 
the Hunting. 

My good Lord of 71arr having put me into that ſhape, I 
rode with him from his houſe, where I ſaw the ruines of an 


olde Caflle, called the Caftle of Xindroghir. It was built by 
King 
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Tailors pennileſſe Pilgrimage. 
King Afa/colm Carmore (for a hunting herle) who raigned 
in Scotlard when Edwara the Confefler, Harold, 2nd Nor- 
man Wile raigned in Ezg/and: I ſpeake of it, becanſe it 
was the.laſt houſe that] ſaw in thoſeparts; for I was the 
ſpace of rwelue dayes after , before I ſaw either houſe, 


_ corne fielde, or habitation for any creature, but Deere, 


wilde Horſes, Welues, and (uch like Creatures, which made 


mee, daubt that I ſhould neuer haue. ſcene a houſe a- 


aine, "4 

Thus the firſt day wee traueld 8, miles, where there were 
ſmall 4546 4g built on purpoſe to lodge in, which they call 
Lonquhards, Ithanke my good Lord Erikin, he comman- 
ded that 1 ſhould alwayes bee lodged in his lodging , the 
Kitchin being alwayes on the fide of a banke, many Kertles 
and Pots boyling, and many ſpits curning and winding, 
with great yariety of cheere: as Veniſon bak't,ſodden, cold, 
and flu'de Beefe, Mutton, Goates, Kid, Hares,freſh Salmon, 
Pidgeons, Hens,Capons,Chickins, Partridge, Moorecooets, 
Heathcocks, Caperkellics and Termagants; geod /Ale, 
Sacke, White and Clarer, Tent ( or Allegant) with meft 
potent Aqua vite. 
All theſe and more then theſe wee had continually , 
in ſaperfluous aboundance, caughe by Faulceners, Fon- 
lers, and Fiſhers, and breught a my Lords tenants and 
purueyers to yiAtuall our Campe, which cenfifted of four- 
recne or fifteene hundred men and horſes ; the manner of 
the hunting is this, Fiue or fixe hundred men doe riſe 
early in the morning, and they doe diſperſe themſelues 
diuers wayes,and 7, 8. or10.miles com af they doe bring 


 orchaſc in theDeerc in many heards, (two, three, or foure 


tundred in'4 heard) to ſuch orſuch aplace as the Nob 
men ſhall appoint them; then when day is ceme,the Lords. 
and Gentlemen of their Companies, doe ride or goc te tho 
ſaid places, ſometimes wading yp to the middles through 
bournes and rivers: andthen ney being come to the pore, 
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doe lye downe on the ground, till choſe farefaid Scours 
' which are ealfed the Tinckkell ds bring downe the Deere : 

But asthe Ptotierbe fayes of aball Cookt,fo theſe Tinkhell 
men doelick their owne fingers ; for beſides their bowes 
and atrowes which they carry with them, wee can heare 
now and then 2 ey eons or a muſquec goe off, which 
they doe ſeldome diſcharge in vaine : Then after wee had 
taved three houres or thereaDonts, wee might perceiue the 
Deere appeare on the hills round abour vs, (their heads ina- 
king aſhew like a wood) which being followed cloſe by 
the Tinkhell, are chaſed downe into the yalley where wee 
lay ; then all the valley on each fide beingway-laid with a 
_ - hundred couple of ſtrong Iriſh Grey-hounds , they are let 
leoſc as occaſion ſerues ypon the heard of Deere, that with 
Dogges, Gunnes, Arrowes, Durks and Daggers,in the ſpace 
of two houres foureſcore fat Deere wereiſlaine, which after 
are diſpoſed of ſome one way and ſome another, twenty or 
thirty miles, 2nd more then enoughlefr for vs to make mer- 
ry withall atour Rendeuouze, 1 liked rhe fport' ſo well, 
that I made theſe two Sonnets fellowing,

Thus having ſpent certaine dayes in Hunting in the. 


Brea of Mayr, wee went to the next Countie called Bage-

er five dayes paſtime, wee tooke leaue of huntltip for that 
yeare-; and tooke our iourney toward a firong heuſe of the 
Earles, called Rather in Bagenoch, where my Lord of &n- 


gye and his noble Countefſe { being daughter to the Eatle 


of Argite) did giue vs moſt noble welcome three dayes. . 
From thence wee went to a place called Falls Caſtle, 


a faire and ſtately houſe ; a worthy Gentleman beeing the 


owner of it, called the Lard of Grawnt ; his wife beeing a 

entlewoman honourably deſcended, being fiſter to the 
right Hononrable Earle of A:ho/, and to Sir Patricke ſur 
yay Knight ; ſhee beeing both inwardly and outwardly 
plentifully adorned with the guifts of Grace and Nature : 
ſo that our cheere was more then ſufficient; and yet much 


lefſe then they could sffoord vs; Fhere ſtaied there foure 


dayes, foure Earles, one Lord, divers Knights and Gentle- 
men, and their ſeruants, footemen and horſes; and every 
meale foure Jong Tables furniſhed with: all varieties : Our 
firſt and ſecond courſe: beeing threeſcore Diſhes at one 
boord'; and after that alwayes a Banquet : and there if T 
had not forſworne wine till I cave to Edmibrourh ,1 thinke 
Thad there dranke my laſt. 

The fifth day with much adoe wee gate from thence to 
Tarnamay, a goodly houſe of the Earle of Aurrayer, 

here that right Honourable Lord and his Ladie did wel- 
.ome vs foure dayes more, There-was good eheere in all 
varietie, with ſomewhat more then plemtie-foraduantage #

Cirie, where there ſtood a faire and beautifull Church with:

numents and Toombes of honourable and worthic perſo- 
napges all broken and defaced : this was:done in the time 
when ruine bare rule;and Knox knock'd downe Churches, 
I From E/pew we went to the B,of Marray his houſe which 
is called Spenye, or Spmaye, A reuerend Gentleman hee is, 
of the noble name of Pong/aſſe, where wee were very well: 
welcomed, ' as befitted the honour of. himſelfe and his 
uelts, | 
: From thence wee departed to the Lord Marqueſſe of 
Hunilejzes,to a ſumpruous houſe of his, named the Bogg' of 
gy where our cntercainement- was like himſelfe; tree, 
euntifull and honeurable, There ( after two dayes ftay) 
with much entreatic and carneſt ſuite , I gate leaue ofthe 
Lords to depart towards Fadinbrongh :' the! Noble Mar- 
queſie;the Earles of Afarr, Murray, Engie,Bughar,and the 
4 Lord Erkin; all theſe,] thanke them, gaue. me gald to de- 
_ fray mychargesin my journey, | 
So after fiue andthirtie dayes hunting and trauell, I:re- 
turning, paſt by anether ſtately manſion of the Lord Mar- 
queſles, called Stroboggy, andfoouecr Carry mount to Bree- 
kin, where a wenth that was borne deafe and dumbe came 
into my chamber at mid-night ( I beeing aſleepe) and ſhee 
opening the bed, would faine have lodged with mee : But 
bad I beene a Sardavapels; ora Heliogobalus, Ithinke that 
_ -eitherrhe greatrrauell oner'the Mountaines had tamed me; 
or if not, her beautie could neuer haue mooued me; - The 
beſtparts of ber were, that hey breath: was as ſweertas ſu- 
Ya W's, gar 
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gar-carrion, being very well ſhouldered bencath the waſte; 
and as my Hoſtefle tolde mee the next morning, that ſhee 
had changed her Maiden-head for the price of a Baſtard 
net Jong before.

Thus having eſcaped one of the ſeuen deadly finnes ar 
Breekin, 1 departed from thence to a Towne called For. 
fard; and from thence to Dwndee, and fo to, Kinghorne, W 
Burne land, and ſo to Edinbrough , where I _ cight 
dayes, torecouer my ſelfe of falles and bruiſes which-I re« 
ceiued 1n my travell in the high-land mountainous Hun 
ting. Great welcome I had ſhewed mee all my ſtay at E- 
dinbrowgh, by many worthy Gentlemen, namely, olde Mae 
fer George: Todrigg ,, Maſter Hexry Lexington, Maſter 
Tames ' Henderſon', Maſter John Maxwell, and a number 
of others, who {uffered me ts want no wine or good cheere, 
as map bc imagined, 

- - Now the day before I came from Zdinbrough, 1 went 
ro:Leeth, where 1 found my long approoued end-afſured | 


good friend Maſter Zeniamin Tobniſorn, at one Maſter lobn 
Stuarts houſe : I thanke him fer his great kinduefle to- 
wards mee: for at my taking leaue of him, hee gaue mee 
a piece of golde of two and rwentie ſhillings to drinke his 
health in England, And withall, willed mee taremember 
his kinde commendations to/all his. friendes: So with a 
friendly farewell, ] left him, as well, as 1hope neuer to ſee 
himina worſe eſtate : forhee is amongſt Neble-men and 
Gentlemen that knowes his true worth, and their owne 
honours , where with much reſpeRiue lone hee is werthi- 
ly entertained, bas pd 1 

So leauing Leeth, 1 return'd to Edinbrough, and with- 
in 
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in the port or gate, called the Netherbowe, I diſcharged 
mypockers of all the money 1 had- and as I came penni. 
leſſe' withia che walles-of that Citie: at my firſt comming 
thither; ſo now at mydeparting from thence, I came mo- 
neſſe out of ic againe ; hauingin my company to conuey 
mee out,certaine Gentlemen, amongſt the which was Ma- 
ter [ames eAcherfon, Laird of Gasford, a Gentleman that 
brought mee to his houſe , where with great encertaine- 
ment hee and his good wife did welcome me, 

s: On the worrowe he ſent one of his men to bring mee to. 
a place, called Adam, to Maſter John Acmontye his houſe, 
one of the Groomes of his Maiefties Bed-chambergwhere 
with him, and his two brethren, Maſter «L/exander, and 
Maſter lames Acmootye, 1 found both Cheere and Wel- 
come not itferiour to any that I had had in any former 
lace, . wy 
: Amongſt our viands that-wee had there, Imnſt notfor- 

et the Sole and Gooſe, a moſt delicate Fowle, which 

reedes in great aboundance in a Intte''Rocke-called the 
Bafle, which ſtands rwo'miles into the'Sea. Ir is very good 
fleſh, but it is eaten in:the forme as wee! eate Oyſters, tan. 
ding at' a fide-boord,- a little :before:dinner, voſanQified 
without grace; and'afterit isedten,'itmuſtbe well liqueted 
with twe or three good rowſes of Sherrie or Canarie ſacke, 
+ The Lord or Owner-of che Baſſe: doth profite at theleaſt 
two hundred pound yearely by thoſeGeefp ; the" Baſſe it 
ſeife being of 'a grearheight,,and neere three quarters of a 
mile in campaſle, all fully repleniſhed with Wildfowte, ha- 
_ ning butone ſmall emtrance into it, withaihouſe,a'garden, 

and a Chappellin it ;and'on thetoppe of ita Well of pure 
» Brom wtnidn MF. Tohu gud Mr, Janes Aongootye went 
ro the Towne'df Davxbarr wich mee, where tenne Scottiſh 
pintes of| wine were contamed 'and brought to nothing 
torglarowell ;therearMatter [amer Bayiier houſe 1 woke 


leaue, 
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leaue, and Maſter James Acmootze comming for England, 
faid, that if I would ride with him, that n*ither I nor my 
horſe ſhould want betwixt that place and Loxdon, Now I 
hauing no money er meanes for trauell;beganne at once to 
examine my manners,and my want: at laſt my want per- 
ſwaded my manners to accept of this worthy Gentlemans 
yndeſerued courtefie. Sothat night hee brought meeto a 
place called Cober ſpath, where wee lodgedat an Inne,the 
like of which I dare ſay, isnot in any of his Maicſties Do- 
minions, And for to ſhewe my thankfulnefle ts Maſtes 
Welliam Arnet and his wife, the owners thereof, I muſt a 
little explaine their bonntifull encertainement of gueſts, 
which is this: 
Suppoſe tenne, fifteene, or twentie men and horſes 
come to lodge at their houſe , the men ſhall haue fleſh, 
tame and wild-fowle, fiſh, with all yarietie of good cheore, 
oood lodging,and welcome; and the horſes ſhall want nei- 
ther hay or prouender: and in themorning at their depar- 
rure the reckoning is iuft nothing, This is this worthy 
Gentlemans vſe, his chiefe delight becing onely to giue 
ſtrangers entertainement gratzs: And I am ſure, that in 
Scotland beyond Edinbrergh, ] haue beene ar houſes like 
Caſtles for building ; the Mafter of the houſe his Beauer 
being his blew Bonnet, one that will weare no other ſhirts, 
but of the Flaxe that growes in his owne ground; and of 
his wiucs, daughters, or ſeruants ſpinning ; that hath his - 
Stockings, Hoſe, and Ierkin of the Wooll of his owne 
ſheepes backes ; that neuer(by bis pride of Apparel) cau- 
ſed Mercer, Draper, Silke-man , Embroyderer, or Haber. 
daſher to breake and turne bankerupt : and yer this plaine 
home-ſpunne fellow keepes and maintainesthirtie, fourtie, 
 fiftie ſeruants, or perhaps more, cuery day relecuing three 
or fourcſcore poore people athis gate ; and beſides allthis, 
can giue Noble entertainement for feure or five dayes to- 
gether to. fiue or ſixe Earles and Lotds , beſides Knights, 
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Gentlemen & their followers, if they be three or foure hun- 
dred men and horſe of them, where they ſhall not onely 
feed but feaſt, andnor feaſt bur banquet, this is a man that 
defires to know nothing ſo much as his duty to God and his 
King whoſe greatelt cares are te praQtiſe the works of Piety, 
Charity, and Hoſpitality : hee neuer ftudies the conſuming 
Art of faſhionleſle faſhions, hee neuer tries his ſtrength to 
beare foure or five hundred Acres on his backe at once, his 
legges are alwayes at liberty, not being ferttered with gol- 
den garters, and manacled with artificiall Roſes, whoſe 


| weight (ſometime) is the laſt Relliques of ſome decayed 


Lordfhip : Many of theſe werthy houſe-keepers there are 
in Scotland, amonght ſome of them I was entertained ; 
from whence I did truely gather theſe aforeſaid obſcrua- 
tions, 

So leauing Coberſpath we rode to Barwicke, where the 
worthy old Soldier and ancient Knight, Sir 7/«liam Bowyer, 
made me welcome ; but centrary to his will, we lodged ar 
an'Inne, where Mr, /ames Acmooty paid all charges: but ar 
Barwicke there was a | 620m chance hapned, which Ithink 
not fit the relation to be omitted. 

In the Riuer of Tweed, which tunnes by Barwicke are ta- 
ken by Fiſhermen that dwell there, infinite numbers of freſh 
Salmons, ſo that many houfholds and familics are relieued 
by the profit of that Fiſhing ; bat ( how long finceI know 
not) there was an order that no man or boy wharſeecuer 


ſhould Fiſh vpon a Sunday : This order continued long #= 


mongſt them,till ſome eight or nine weekes before Micha- 


_ eimaslaft, ona Sunday}, the Salmens gu ſuch-great a- 


beundance in the Riuer, that ſome of the Fiſhermen(con- 
trary to Gods law and their owne order) tooke boates and 
nettes and Fiſhed , and caught neere three hundred Sal. 
mens ; but fiom that time yntill! Aichae/marday that I was 
there whick was nine weekes, and heard the repert of it, 


and law the poore peoples cn lamencations,ckey had

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not ſcene one Salmon in the Riuer; and ſome of them were 
in deſpaire that they ſhould neuer ſee any mere there ; affir. 
ming it to be God) Judgement ypon them for the propha- 
nation of the Saboth, 

The thirtieth of September wee rode from Barwicke to 
Belford, from Belford to Anwick, the next day from Ar 
wick to Newcaſtle, where 1 found the noble Knight, Sir 
Henry Witherinzton; who, becauſe I would haue uo gold 
nor filuer, gauemee a bay Mare, in requitall of a loafe of 
bread thatT had giuen himtwo and rwenty yearcs before, 
at the lland of Flores, of the which I haue ſpoken before. I 
ouertooke at Newcaſtle a great many of my worthy friends, 
which were all comming for London, namely,Maiſter Ro- 
bert Hay, and Maiſter David Drummond , where I was well 
welcom'd at Maiſter N:cholas Tempeſts houſe, From News- - 
caſtle 1 rode with thoſe Gentlemen ro Durham, to Daring- 
t0r, to Northallerton, and to Tojcliffe in Yorkſtire, where I 
rooke my leaue ef them, and would needs try my pennilefſe 
fortunes by my ſeife, and ſce the Citty of Torke, where I 
was lodged at my Right Worſhipſull good friends, Maiſter 
DoRor H#dſou one of his Maiefties Chaplaines, who went 
with me, and fſhewed me the goodly Minſter Church there, 
arid the moſt admirable, rare-wrought, ynfellowed Chapter 
, houſe. 

From Yorke I rode to Dovcaffer , where my horſes were 
well fed at the Beare, but my ſelfe found out the honoura- 
ble Knight , Sir Robert Anſtrather at his father in lawes, 
the trnely noble Sir Robert Swifts houſe, hee being then: 
high Sheriffe of Torkeſhire, Where with their good La- 
dies, and the right Honourable the Lord Sanqubair, I was 
Rayed two nights and one day, Sir Robert MAnftrather (I 
thanke him) no: onely paying for my ewo horſes meat, but: 
at my depattwe, hee gane mee a Letterto Newarke: ypon 
Trent, ewenty <ight miles in my-way, where Mr.{George Ate 
kſex minc hoſt made me as welcome as if I had ou 
French ' 
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To Lord, and what was to bee paid, as I cal'd for no- 
raing, ;I paid asmuch ; and left the reckoning with many 
esto Sir Robert Anſtruther. 

So leauing Newarke, with another Gentleman that o- 
uertooke mee, wee came at night to Stamford, to the ſigne 
of the Virginitie (or the Maydenhead) where ] deliuered 
a Letterfrom the Lord Saxquhar; which cauſed Maſter 
Bates and his wife, being the Maſter and Miftreſſe of the 
houſe,romake mee and: the Gentleman that was with mce 
great cheare fornothing, 

. *©From Stamford the next day wee rode to Huntington, 
wherewee lodged at the Poſt-maſters houſe, at the fizne of 
the Crowne; his name is Riggs. Hee was informed who [ 
was, and wherthave I vndercooke this my pennilefle Pro- 
orefſe: : Wherefore hee came vpinto our chamber, and ſup'd
